WOUND 1S CALLED SLIGHT 


Princeton, N. J., Nov. 8.—Gov. Wilson to- 
night wears a narrow strip of cohlodton and 


gauze across the top of his head, covering 


a scalp wound three inches long, which he 
received early today in a motor car mishap 
on the way home from Red Bank, N. J. 

His automobile struck a mound in the road 
and jolted him up against a steel rib in the 
roof of the car. 

The wound is not serious and Gov. Wilson 
will fill bis speaking engagements in Pater- 
gon and Passaic, N. J., tomorrow night. 

Tonight the governor said he did not feel 
the wound in the slightest degree and had not 
even developed a headache from it. 

“I guess I'm too hardheaded to be hur .“ 
he said. 


Statement by Physician, 

Dr. J. M. Carnochan, the governor's fam- 
ily physician, who dressed the wound, issued 
the following statement about it tonight: 

“When I saw Gov. Wilson this afternoon 
I found he had received @ laceration of the 
scalp about three inches in length. Other- 
wise he is in good condition and seemed to 
be suffering fram no ill effects.“ 

The governor's family was kept busy an- 
swering the telephone tonight, alleviating the 
worry of friends who had heard alarming 
reports, they said. about the accident. 

The mishap occurred in the early hours of 
the morning. The governor had spoken last 
night at Red Bank, and left for Princeton, a 
distance of forty-five miles, shortly before 


11 o'clock. He rode in the car of Abraham 


L Hkus, a New York lawyer, who lives at 
Red Bank, accompanied by Capt. Willian, J. 
McDonald, his personal bodyguard, who was 
shaken up and bruised. 


Tells How Accident Came, 
“The machine was running about fifteen 
miles an hour, said the governor tonight, 
„ and we were going smoothly near Hights- 
town when the jarcame. The chauffeur did 
not see the mound of earth, being deceived 
by a shadow thrown across the road by a 


“Ae we struck, Capt. McDonaid and I were 
thrown against the roof of the car. I telt 
of. my head and found that it was bleeding. 
I knew I was not severely hurt, but knew 
that u was imprudent to continue the jour- 
ney in the cold, so we stopped at the home 
ot Dr. Titus at Hightstown. He dressed the 
wound.“ 

The physician shaved the governor's hair 
immediately surrounding the injury and the 
strip of antiseptic plaster partly covered the 


bald spot. 


Suit Stained with Blood. 

His suit wae stained with blood, as the 
wound bied profusely at first. He said he 
was not disturbed in the least by the acci- 
dent, but by the fact that Mrs. Wilson prob- 
ably was worried about his deley in getting 
bome. 

He did not telephone anybody when the ac- 
cident occurred. In fact, he asked Dr. Titus 
not to say anything about it until he reached 
Princeton. And when the governor arrived 
at nome efter 3 o'clock in the morning his 
hat covered the wound and most of his 
family bed gone to bed. It was not known 
in the Wilson household until about noon 
today that he had been hurt. 

The nominee had to repeat his story of 
the accident several times during the day. 

„It was a hard blow,“ he remarked, but 
my hat acted ae a cushion, though not a very 
soft one. 

The governor will close his campaign to- 
morrow night with speeches in Passaic and 
Paterson, N. J., speaking again on behalf at 
the Democratic legisiative ticket.

Columbus, O., Nov. 3.—[(Special.}—“I had 
no idea of the changes taking place in wom- 
en's styles, said Mrs. W. K. Liggett, who 
has regained her sight after four years of 
total blindness, due to cataracts, of which 
she has been cured by an operation. 

„I had no idea what frights women were 
making of themselves, though my club 
friends had given me the best word descrip- 
tions they could of the changing styles. You 
know the lines of gowns have changed vaat- 
ly in the last four years. I was shocked the 
first time I saw a lady fashionably attired 
after I recovered my sight, and, in fact, I 
have not yet become used to the change. 

“Such fashions! I never thought women 
could dress themselves to look so ridiculous. 

„ Another thing I am impressed with is 
the style of architecture, which seems 
changed.

A people which accepts war must 
submit .with resignation to all its conse- 
quences.

Rumors are current that the Young Turks 
committee may start rioting with the object 
of overthrowing the government. 


Hope for Warship Guard. 

The danger to foreigners is real. If the 
powers do not intervene the lives and prop- 
erty of thousands of foreigners, as well as 
native Christians, will be in imminent peril., 
The presence of foreign warships is of the 
greatest importance and would be the surest 
guarantee of the security of foreign interests 
and public order generally. For this reason 
the porte submitted to the demand they be 
permitted to pass the Dardanelles. 

The government has made more severe the 
state of siege; strong patrol circulate 
through the streets, and the police have re- 
ceived ordere to use the utmost vigilance and 
repress disorders rigorously. 

A brigade of infantry has been dispatched

WATCH FOR FRAUD 


Illinois Progressive Leaders 
Hire Detectives at Sugges- 
tion of Roosevelt. 


EYE ON THREE COUNTIES. 


Sangamon, La Salle, and Cook 
Said to Be Sections 
Most Feared. 


Progressive leaders in Illinois have hired 
William J. Burns and his detective force to 
watch for election frauds. The action was 
taken by Medill McCormick at the request 
of Col. Roosevelt. 

San gamen, La Salle, and Cook counties 
are specified particularly as the territdéries 
where crookedness is expected tomorrow. 
Sangamon county contains Springfield, the 
state capital La Salle is the home of Lee 
O’Neil Browne. In Cook county particular 
watch is to be kept in at least a dozen wards. 

“There are indications of plans to tamper 
with the ballot, and otherwise to defraud 
the Progressives of a fair opportunity to 
cast their full vete in Sangamon, La Salle, 
and Cook counties, said Mr. McCormick. 
We have, therefore, asked W. J. Burns to 
‘andertake the work of detecting corruptionin 
the election in Illinois, just as he has done in’ 
New York, at Col Rooseevit’s request. The 
Republicans evidently are desperate. There 
is evidence that the friends of Gov. Deneen 
are sacrificing Taft, McCullough, and Russell 
to- secure votes for their candidates. 


Deny Fraud Plot. 
The employment of detectives by the Pro- 
gressives was the one sensational develop- 
ment of the last Sunday of the campaign. 
At Republican headquarters the talk of at- 
tempted fraud met with a laugh fromthe few 
party managers who had remained to close 
up the actual business of the campaign. Gov. 
Deneen said he did not care to dignify the 


move of the Progressives with a reply. 


The Democratic state headquarters were 
closed, and Edward F. Dunne wound up his 
speaking campaign with a series of ten meet- 
ings over the city. There were several of 
the headquarters staff about the Hotel Sher- 
man who said they had not heard of any 
fraud arrangements being made by anybody. 

The Progressive managers were firm in the 
declaration. however, that trouble is brewing 
in the counties mentioned, and intimated that 
any evidence secured would be followed to 
the finish and prosecutione instituted wher- 
ever possible. 


Seek to Put Browne Over. 

The infor. nation has reached Chicago from 
several quarters that desperate tactics are 
to be used to secure the re#lection of Lee 
O'Neill Browne to the Illinois house from the 
La Salle district, and this ts the basis, ft 
was learned, for naming La Salle county as 
one of the balliwicks where special palns are 
to be taken to detect attempted fraud. 

The real work of the state campaign is 
ended so far as the state headquarters are 
concerneé. The big forces of clerks and 
stenographers at all three of the main head- 
quarters were dismissed Saturday night and 
the rooms given up, except for a few of the 
exectitive officers. 

All the party leaders expressed confidence. 
Gov. Deneén and Republican State Chairman 
Roy O. West stood without reservation upon 
the Saturday prediction that the Republican 
state ticket is to win by a plurality of not 
less than 100,000. 


Dunne Sees Sure Victory. 

Edward F. Dunne, in the ten Speeches he 
made. claimed an overwhelming victory tn 
Cook county for the entire Democratic ticket 
and placed hie own election in the list of 
absolute certainties.

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TAFT HEARS | “HOOSE” SERMON ' 


Progressivism Extolled in New 
York by Rev. J. H. Holmes. 
OF TALK. 


VARIOUS VIEWS 


Pastor Expressed Ideas of Old Party 
Candidates, Say Supporters. 


New York. Nov. 8,—{Special.}—The presi- 
dent of the United, States sat in the Church 
of the Messiah this morning and Nstened to 
a Bull Moose sermon delivered by the Rev. 
John Haynes Holmes, pastor of the church. 

Mr. Holmes, while not mentioning any 
public man or any political party, talked 
about the new politics as distinguished from 
In general terms he advocated pro- 
gressivism without beginning the word with 
a capital and making it the slogan of one of 
the political parties. 

The members of the Progressive party in 
the congregation thought that the sermon 
had specific reference to Col. Roosevelt and 
his doctrines. 

Gov. Wilson's supporters were equally weil 
pleased with what they considered a strong 


plea for their candidate. 


A few Socialists congratulated theménister 
upon hie plea for their cause. 

And some of the Taft Republicans in the 
congregation expressed the belief that there 
was nothing in the sermon to which the pres- 
ident had not already subscribed. 


Taft Makes No Comment. 

The rresident made no comment on the ser- 
mon, but the members of the party which ac- 
companied him considered it rather a joke 
that he had chanced upon what struck them 
as almost a Bull Moose sermon on the Sun- 
day before election. 

The visiz of the president to the Church of 
the Messiah was unheralded except for a 
telephonic word which reached the church 
half an hour before the time for the service. 
Mr. Holmes as it happened, himself anewered 
the telephone, and immediately reserved 
two pews for President Taft end his party. 

There was no time to change sermons, had 
Mr. Holmes been so inclined, and the minister 
said tonight that he had made it a rule not 
to know who was in the congregation, so 
far es his sermons were concerned, for he 
believed that as soon as a clergymen at- 
tempted to adjust himself and his preaching 
to the views of his congregation he lost his 
own usefulness. 


Makes Slight Change in Sermon. 

The sermon was delivered without manu- 
script. Just one change was made in it as 
ft had been pre and that change was 
the omission of a quotation from the speech 
of Senator Beveridge at the Chicago Pro- 
gressive convention. 

The quotation had todo with the visible and 
invisible governments of the United States 
and was omitted, not because the minister 
withdrew from his approval of what the In- 
diana senator said but because, in view of 
the presence of President Taft, it seemed a 
matter of courtesy not tomake mention of the 
name of any of the president's politica? oppo- 
nents, and cértainly not of the convention 
which was called at Chicago after hie nomi- 
nation. 

As for the politica of the minister, who 
preached the sermon, Mr. Holmes makes no 
secret of the fact that he intends to vote for 
Col. Roosevelt, particularly on account of the 
progressive platform adopted by the second 
Chicago convention.

LAW AND HEALTH. 

HE chancellor of the exchequer of 
Great Britain said that the deata rate 
in England eould never be reduced 
materially below its present piane 
until health departments were giveu 

a better legal machinery than the manda- 
mus. The mandamus is a poor enough legal 
machine, but it is a paragon of perfection as 
compared with the tool with which health 
departments must work in this country—suit 
for the enforcement of a penalty. 

A few days ago the Chicago commissioner 
of health complained of the prosecuting at- 
torney for dropping some prosecutions of 
storekeepers for bad sanitary conditions, 
He complains more frequently of the tardi- 
neas of these prosecutions in coming to trial. 

To go through trial in December on a trial 
where the issue is too many flies last 
July,” or another in July where the issue 
was “ bad ventilation and too little heat last 
January,” or a broken diphtheria quarantine 
after everybody is well and has forgotten 
the danger does not get you anywhere. 

The attorney is in the frame of mind to 
dismiss with costs, or the jury to pass it 


over lightly.

In one case in a Chicago court about three 
years ago the defendant proved that he had 
been married the day before the trial, where- 
upon the judge dismissed the charge of sell- 
ing rotten milk six months before. 

Probably by this time the mar has a baby 
of his own, and maybe it wus sick last sum- 
mer from bad milk. If so, the man may now 
be willing to say a few things to the judge. 
Probably, however, as soon as be paid his 
lawyer he forgot all about the proceedings. 

We will gain a great step when manda- 
mus, as a means of tearing out bad houses, 
getting good milk, and improving ventilation, 
replaces fines. The plan which became op- 
erative in England in July was to raise taxes 
on unhealthy property.

If a town neglects its health work and, in 
consequence, has a high sickness rate, the 
national government, after a proper trial, 
raises the taxes of that town.high enough to 
pay for the extra expense of the disable 
ment brought about by their neglect. 

If an employer of labor has an excessive 
amount of sickness among his employés, 
after a proper trial his taxes are raised 
enough to care for the harm done by his 
neglect. 

The principle involved is that sickness is 
the result of causes, and that the burden of 
the effect should, in justice, be shifted to the 
shoulders of those who are responsible for 
the cause.

Perhaps he beMeved that his name was 
against him. For his grandfather, Auguetus 
von Kotzebue, figures in history as mainly 
responsible for the organization of the holy 
alliance, which was particularly almed aginst 
the United States, and that provoked the 
latter's promulgation of the Monroe doctrine. 

He was a native of Weimer, commenced 
his career as a member of the Prussian le- 
tion at St. Petersburg, and won such high 
favor at the Ruslan court, especially after 
bis marrying the daughter of a Muscovite 
general, that he transferred his allegiance 
to the czar, entered the Russian service, and 
was appointed to a number of offices, inchud- 
ing that of chief justice of Esthonia, coun- 
cllor of state, and secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs. : 

Like so many other people who renounce 
their nationality, he became one of the most 
inveterate foes of his native land, and espe- 
clally distinguished himself by his bitter 
enmity against Goethe and the latter’s 
coterie at Weimar. 


—~- 

He was the confitential adviser of Alex 
ander I. in foreign affaira, and it was largely 
to his influence with the emperor that wa. 
ascribed the wave of absolutism and au- 
tocracy which swept over Europe towards 
the close of the second decade of the nine- 
teenth century. 

To such a degree was he regarded on the 
continent of Europe in those days as the 
Principal foe of constitutional governmen: 
and of freedom that he was assassinated 
by the German theological student,. Ludwig 
Sand, at Mannheim, in 1819. 

Most of his writings—and they are many 
have been translated into English. But they 
are not much read nowadays, save by scien- 
tifle men, their sale among the general public 
being discountéenanced in consequence of 
their appalling immorality. which does much 
to pale their undeniable brilliancy. 

The late Mme. von Kotzebue, who is wreng- 
ly described as Princess Kotzebue, was 
considerably older than her husband, anc 
was, when she married Rotsebue, the widow 
— M. Mouchine, Russian ambassador at Ber-

She was a Roumanian by birth, a sister of

OUTLIVED ITS USEFULNESS.

BARTZEN SUED FOR $200 


Dead Priest’s Estate Demands 
Payment of Overdue Notes. 


ALL SETTLED, HE ASSERTS. 


No Records Show More than $80 Was 
Repaid by Borrower. 


A cage scheduled for assignment on the 
calendar of Judge Robinson of the Municipal 
court throws some light upon Peter Bartzen, 
president of the county board, as a business 
man. The case probably will be placed on 
hearing within a week. 

The basis of the sult is $2,000 loaned by the 
late Father Francis A. Sixt to Peter Bartsen. 
As evidence of the indebtedness two notes 
of $1,000 were given by Mr. Bartzen. On 
these the estate, of which Father Joseph A. 
Bollmann is administrator, claims interest 
amounting to $516.53, making the total 
amount involved in the sult $2,516.63. One of 
the $1,000 notes has an indorsement on the 
back to the effect that Mr. Bartzen paid §30 
on account. 


Bartzen Claims He Paid Notes. 

The head of the county board, in his reply 
to the suit, claims he has paid both notes. 
Nothing appears of record to indicate when 
he claims he satisfied the notes, or why he 
did not obtain their return after having paid 
them. 

The suit was started on Jan. 9 last, with C. 
and P. C. Meler attorneys for Father Boll- 
mann. In entering his appearance Peter 
Bartzen filed a demand for “‘ trial by jury.“ 

The attorney for the administrator recite 
that “ plaintiffs claim is upon two certain 
promissory notes for $1,000 each, executed by 
Peter Bartzen by the name and style of P. 
Bartzen, to the order of Francis A. Sixt, now 
deceased, one note bearing date of Oct. 24, 

and due six months after date. the other 

ted Nov. 27, 1906, and due ome year after 

Gate, with interest at 5 per cent per annum 
from maturity of said notes to Jan. 9, 1912.“ 


Died on Visit to Germany. 

The Rev. Father Sixt was pastor of St. 
Mathies church on the north side. It ap- 
pears while on a visit to Germany he died on 
Oct. 4, 1910. His estate was probated here 
in Chicago. At first it was thought no wol 
had been made by the deceased, 80 the estate 
was placed in charge of John F. Devine, pub- 
lic administrator. Later a will was found 
and a witness to it was produced in the Pro- 
bate court. 

This will provided that the Rev. Father 
Bollmann should be administrator, and Mr. 
Devine turned over to him the estate about 
Feb. 20, 1911. Most of it consisted of notes 
and most of these are marked desperate 
in the files of the Probate court. The two 
notes of Peter Bartzen, however, are marked 
“ doubtful.”

Bartzen Proposals in Doubt. 

No such unanimity of opinion as is antici- 
pated for the Twelfth street widening pro- 
posal is expected by interested persons for 
the three bond issues wanted by President 
Peter Bartsen and the board of county com- 
missioners for making additions te the Oak 
Forest county bulldings. It would not sur- 
prise the experienced men in such affaire 
if all three of them are defeated, for the 
chief reason that Bartsen wants thm. 

There does not exist the objection, it ts 
understood, to the completion of the county 
building, as is made to the Oak Forest proj- 
ects, but the prediction was made yesterday 
that the three county proposals will be de- 
feated.

On the three little ballot’ proposals, the 
forces behind the advisory vote requesting 
the legislature to submit a constitutional 
amendment providing for revenue revision 
and uniform taxation, predict certain suc- 
cess in the state. It is a state wide vote, 
and an extensive campaign of publicity has 
been carried on through the civic federation 
of Chicago and many allied commercial and 
civic organizations which have realized the 
importance and the necessities of the situa- 
tion.

Summary of Contests for Mem- 
bers of Congress in Im- 
portant States. 


The house ‘of representatives in the next 

congress will be overwhelmingly Democratic. 

It also is likely that the Democrats will have 
a bare majority in the senate.

If Wilson wins the 
Democrats probably will hold nine or more of 
the thirteen districts, with the Progressives 
standing a show of capturing from one to 
four seats. 

An indication of the drift of public senti- 
ment in Indiana is afforded by the situation 
in the Tenth district, now represented by 
Edgar D. Crumpacker, the only Republican 
in the delegation. He is serving his eighth 
term in the house, but throughout his serv- 
ice he has stood with Cannon and the old 
guard” against any reduction of the tariff 
and against other progressive policies.

Fear Too Big Majority. 


The outcome of the struggle for the control 
of congress will have a- tremendous influence 
on the political history of the future. If the 
Democrats have an unwieldy majority in 
the house, it will not be long before it will 
split in two, the progressive Democrats join- 
ing with the Progressives and progressive 
Republicans and the reactionary Democrats 
allying themselves with the reactionary Re- 
publicans. 

The reactionary Democrats favor a protec- 
tive tariff, as a rule, and therefore could meet 
the regular Republicans on a common ground.

Speaker Clark and Majority Leader Under- 
wood want a small, compact majority, for 
they Know the inevitable result of an over- 
whelming control of the house would be 
party demoralization. In fact, if the Demo- 
crats should hold two-thirds of the house 
Clark himself would be in danger of defeat 
for reélection as speaker. In any event, the 
divisions that would result would endanger 
the carrying out of any of the polictes in the 
Democratic platform. 

The Democratic congressional! committeé 
has taken the cue and has made no particular 
effort to defeat Republicans anywhere. t 
spent only $16,000, and for the first time in 
years put no money into close districts to help 
Democratic candidates. 


Want Cannon to Remain. 

No secret has been made of the Democratic 
hope that the Republicans would retain about 
their present strength in the house and that 
Republican leaders like Cannon and Mann 
in Illinois, Hill in Connecticut, Sereno Payne 
in New York, and Gardner in Massachusetts 
would be reslected. 

They want Republican leaders in the house 
who can keep the Republicans solicified and 
prevent them from framing up alliances with 
Democrate that will shatter Democratic su- 
premacy as it now existe. 

In the senate the Democrats now have 
forty-three members and they need only 
forty-nine for a majority. They are con- 
fident they will add these six votes by the 
election of two Democrats by the Colorado 
legislature and one each in Delaware, New 
Jersey, Kansas, and Montana. They also 
have hopes of picking up an adédftional one 
or two from such doubtful states as Iowa, 
Massachusetts, Oregon, and Nebraska.

CONFIDENT OF VICTORY 


Says Campaign Developments of 
Recent Few Days As- 
sure Him. 


Gov. Deneen, in a final statement to voters 
last night, pleaded for the friends of good 
government to stand together at a crisis in 
the fight for honest administration of state 
affairs. 

He said the real test of his own adminis 

tration had been made at the April primaries, 
after an unprecedented trial, culminating in 
a sweeping victory over bipertisanship at 
Springfield, and that this victory should not 
now be dissipated. 
An effort has been made,“ the governor 
said, ‘‘ by a few restiess, dissatisfied, and dis- 
appointed spirits to scatter these forces and 
disintegrate them.“ 


Here Is Deneen’s Statement. 

The statement of the governor follows: 

“This has been a peculiar campaign. Be- 
cause of the number of parties and the multi- 
plicity of issues, public opinion has not crys- 
talllsed as rapidly as in former campaigns. 
No one who has had to do with the conduct 
of the campaign but has noticed the rapid- 
ity with which matters have taken form in 
the public mind in the last few days. The 
clouds are lifting, and the mists have been 
cleared away; and as the true situation has 
been revealed it is apparent that unless the 
forces which have been together in the fight 
for improved conditions remain together the 
reactionaries will again come into power. 

“Under our cumulative system of voting 
the election of enough members of the third 
party to hold the balance of power would in 
all probability force ‘a bipartisan or triparti- 
san combination in the general assembly. 
This would not only in all probability retard 
the enactment of liberal laws in our state but 
disintegrate the forces which have heretofore 
worked together for better laws and condi- 


| tions. 


Refers Again to Primary.

FAMILY GIVES CUTICLE. 


Doctors Expect All to Recover;

Miss Pthel Smith, the Gary girl for whom 
Billy Rugh gave his life, underwent an- 
other operation yesterday, when fifty square 
inches more of skin was grafted to her 
burned body. The great amount of skin ob- 
tained from the newsboy five weeks ago was 
insufficient to cover her scars, though enough 
to save her life and make the second opera- 
tion possible. 

In the new operation the girl's father, 
brother and flancé offered themselves. Phy- 
sicians say they will not suffer, and expect 
the girl to be well in the course ot a month. 
Nothing was said about the need for niore 
skin until evening, for fear too much talk 
about it would unnerve the Smiths or Roy 
Roberts, the girl's fiancé. 

Recovery Costs Another Life. 

Miss Smith was badly burned three months 
ago while riding a motorcycle with her 
fancé. Billy Rugh, crippled newsboy at 
Gary, who had never seen the girl, went to 
the hospital where she was confined and 
offered his injured leg for its skin. He was 
recovering gamely from the amputation 
when pneumonia set in and he died. * 

Gary is planning a big memorial to Rugh, 
probably in the form of a hospital ward and 
an endowment whereby better methods may 
be discovered for performing such opera- 
tloc as that which cost Billy his life.

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“ All things work together for a man who 
loves God? When? Why. when the thing 
is finished. * Who. for the most part, are the 
men who feel God is not dealing fairly with 
them?

Uses Titanic as Example, 

“We are all familiar with the memorable 
Titanic disaster, which resulted in the loss 
of 86 many precious lives as well ag the peer- 
leas vessel itself. Had all the compartments 
of that steamship been watertight, the lose 
of life would have been avoided. 

Now, our government is often called a 
ship of state. This great ship of state is 
divided into forty-elght minor states. Each 
of these states may be said to be waterproof, 
in the sense that the engulfing of one would 
not involve the.sinking of the other. Call- 
fornia, for example, might be overwhelmed 
by the waters of a political revolution with- 
out disturbing the neighboring states ‘of 
Washington, Nevada, and Arizona. 

The safety and permanence, therefore, of 
our republic largely depend on the autonomy 
of the several states without the danger of 


| absorption by the general government. 


Should our government and legislators ever 
become the subservient creatures of the fed- 
eral government they would be mere puppets, 
subject to the will of the chief executive. 
They would cease to be waterproof and 
would share the fate of the Titanic. 


Cites Tests of Stability. 

“Pwo momentous crises occurred In my 
own day which were well calculated to test 
the vitality and strength of the republic. 
The first was the War between the states. 
when the nation was cut in twain, when 
fratricidal blood was shed over the land and 
a tremendous conflict was carried on for four 
years... Thie calamity has happily ended. 
and the dismémbered states are now more 
ariniy uni ted than ever before, because 
slavery, which was the bone of contention, 
has been removed once and forever. 

The second crisis occurred in the presi- 
dential contest in 1876, between Tilden and 
Hayes. Mr. Tilden was robbed of the fruit 
of the victory, which, I believe, he honestly 


won. and by questionable devices Mr. Hayes 
“was declared the successful candidate. 


“A nation that could survive these terr!- 


ble strains must be possessed of extraor- 


dinary vitality and resources, and leads us 
to hope that in any future emergency the 


Jeaders and statesmen of the republic wil) 


rise to the occasion and bring order out of 
chaos. 

“If our republic is to be perpetuated, if 
it ia do be handed down unimpaired to future. 
generations, it must rest on the eternal 
principles of justice, truth, and righteous- 
ness, and downright honesty in our dealings 
with other nations; it must be sustained by. 
the devout recognition of an overruling 
power, Who-@overns all things by Dis wisdom, - 
whoge superintegding providence watches 
over the affairs of nations as well as of 

, without whom not even a bird can fall 
to he ground. 


Seek Co-operation of Deity. 

One of the leaders of the convention that 
ageemblied in Philadelphia to frame the con- 
stitution of the United Siates made the fol- 
lowing sage remark to his colleagues: 

We have spent many days and weeks 
in our deliberations, and we have actcom- 
plished little or nothing. We have been 
groping in the dark because we have not 
sought light from the Father of Lights to 
iiumine our understanding. I have lived for 
many years, and the older I grow the more I 
am convinced that a Supreme Power inter- 
poses in the affairs of mankind. For if a 
sparrow cannot fall to the ground without 
his knowledge, how can an empire rise with- 
out his coUperation. And we also know from 
the secred volume that unless ‘the Lord 
build the house, he laboreth in vain who 
dulldeth.“ 

And, happily for the nation, this humble 
recognition of a superintending power has 
been —* from the dawn of the republic

But we are not to infer from this fact that 
there is any antagonism between the civil 
and religious authorities, nor does it imply 
any indifference to religious principles Far 
from it.

Laodicea: ‘I would that thou wert hot or 
coid; but beeause thou art lukewarm, and 
art neither cold nor bot, I will begin to vomit 
thee out of my mouth.’ 


Superior to Lukewarm Christian. 

A sincere man who in atiacking Chris- 
tian faith honestly believes that he is right 
is less blameworthy than the torp!d, luke- 
warm Christian who never takes an interest 
In the religion of Christ. In like manner a 
citizen who earnestly espouses a faulty pollt- 
ical principle is less dangerous to the state 
than the supine citizen who never takes an 
interest in the political welfare of his coun- 
try. es 8 
“It is my profound conviction that tf ever 
the republicslg dagmed to decay, if the future 


T historian shall éver record the decline and 


fall of thé American republſe, its downfall 
will be due not to a hostile invasion, but to 
the indifference, lethargy, and political apos- 
tasy of her own sons. 

And if citizens are bound to take an lu; 
terest in public affairs. that duty especially 
devolves on those who are endowed with su- 
perior intelligemce and education and who 
ought to be the leaders and exemplars of the 
people, guiding them in the path of political 
rectitude.

surrounded and supported the supplicating mel- 
ody of the duet, “Zion spreadeth her hands for 
aid; and there is neither help nor comfort.“ 

Those moments in the performance that 
divided. the chorus into its several parts were 
not less fortunate, if one except the occasional 
harshness of the sopranos. The tone of the 
altos by its remarkable purity. and sympathy 
attests to a faultless ensemble. The tenors 
are exceptionally good and the basses superb. 

Mr. Wild's reading of the geore was dis- 
tinguished by its refinements as well as by 
its consistent emphasis of dramatic values. 
It was possibly a sense of the latter that 
moved him to an unwonted excitement, result- 
ing in an occasional quickening of the tempo 
that unfortunately marked the composer's 
fondness for monotonous if active rhythms. 

Of the soloists Mr. Middleton deserves to be 
mentioned first. At the last moment he re- 
placed Mr. Whitehill, who was prevented from 
appearing by a tardy steamer. ‘Such was the 
dramatic and vocal importance of Mr, Middle- 
ton's reading of the title role that his dis- 
tinguished colleague was not missed. The part 
of Elijah is especially difficult, since it de- 
mands a voice of grand opera dimensions, a 
sense of dramatic values equal to that required 
by any baritone role in the repertory of the 
lyric stage, yet with all this necesegity for 
broad delineation it imposes the stern restric- 
tions of “oratorio tradition. ~ Mr. Middleton 
realized all its possibilities yet remained true 
to that tradition.

Mme. Van der Veer delivered the contralto 
soli with a similar regard for oratorio style 
and. with such emphasis of emotional values as 
her rather limited opportunities made posgsi- 
ble.

Pile quite a little 
heap of blackberries in thé middle of this with 
a little sugar; then put another round of pastry 
on top. Wet the two edges and pinch them 
together. Bake; then take off the top, add 
more sugar and butter, and put the cover on 
again. Eat while hot.

Contests of Saturday Reveal 
Contenders for Honors 
West and East., 


YALE TO PLAY HARVARD. 


Maroons Regarded as Formidable 
Despite Defeat by Wis- 
consin Team. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 

With Saturday's games now football his- 
tory. the situation in the west anc east is no 
longer a problem. In the west Wisconsin 
and Minnesota will battle for the conference 
title. In the east those old time foes, Yale 
and Harvard. will meet in their annual clash 
in, the struggle which will decide the eastern 
champtonship. 

Although Chicago went down in 30 to 12 
defeat before Wisconsin, the Maroons still 
must be regarded as a formidable aggrega- 
tion. In the fourth period Stagg’s eleven 
made big gains by use of the forward pass, 
and if the Midway mentor’s instructions had 
been carried out by Quarterback Paine a 
closer score might have resulted. 

‘The Maroon general in the first three 
periods of the game weakened his team by 
sending his backs into the Badger lipe. The 
men did their best to make the required ten 


‘yards in four downs, but the necessary prog- 
kress could not be made consistently. 


Despite 


inability to make consistent gains, Paine 
followed this line of attack instead of trying 
the open formations which Stagg had 


planned. 


Maroons Do Well with Pass. 

The plan of attack which Stagg had figure4 
out to defeat the Badgers was shown in the 
final quarter when forward passes were com- 
pleted with regularity. The Maroone shouid 
have known they could not gain through 
the Badger line after they had made repeated 
attempts. without success. A’ different 
method then should have been employed, but 
this was not done. Consequently Chicago 
was at the mercy of the Bacgers, who made 
consistent gains at any point of the Maroon 


defense. 
That Coach Juneau of Wisconsin will have 


to perfect a better defense for forward passes 
is evident, if any hope of a Badger victory 
over the Gophers is to be entertained at Madi- 
son. Chicago worked the forward throw with reg- 
ularity, and Coach Williams can be depended upon 
to spring several such plays in the critical game of 
the conference race. 

Wisconsin’s inability to intercept forward passes 
was the only weakness shown by the Badgers. 
They are a strong team, and because Juneau has 
so many good second string men at his dispcsal 
the Badgers will be hard to beat this year. 


Three Teams in Practice. 

For the first time in the history of western foot- 
ball. two teams representing the same institutfn 
went through signal practice before the game 
There was little to choose between the two elevens 
which Juneau sent through formation work just 
before the contest, and it was an oddity to see three 
elevens in action on the same field before a grid- 
iron battle. 

In Gillette, Tandberg, Berger, and Bright Wis- 
consin has four strong players who are equally 
enective offensively and defensively. The Badger 
quarter back is a shifty player of the Steffen type, 
who knows when to leave his Interference, cut 
back through the center when the defending eleven 
is drawn to the side of the field to which the play 
is Gliected.
